This has led to all sorts ot 
scandalous anomalies, some people 
being far worse off than they were 
and others rolling in easy money 

Irish farm labourers, for in- 
stance, have been asking and 
getting a pound a day. Navvies 
on constructional work have been 
earning three or four times as 
much as the skilled and tied farm 
hand on the other side of the 
hedge. 

There are many men and some 
women, too, who are “coining 
money ” in the munition factories. 
Unskilled labour is sometimes 
better paid than skilled Bits of 
boys in the lucky trades are 
making far more money than is 
good for them, and evidence of 
this is not infrequently heard in 
the police courts. 

In short. we are putting up with 
just the same sort of nonsense as 
we did in the last war and, if we 
are not very careful, things will go 
from bad to worse, and millions of 
people will be rankling under a 
sense of injustice long after vic- 
tory brings with it a return to 
“normal conditions.”

It won't, of course, do anything 
of the sort, and, indeed, it migh» 
be literally impossible to effect so 
great an economic and social 
change by a single Act of Parlia- 
ment. “The inevitability of 
gradualness ” is a doctrine 
strongly held among the British 
people. 

Nevertheless, something can 
and should be done to adjust the 
more glaring inequalities of the 
present system. The need for a 
considered and definite wages 
policy grows more urgent with 
every passing month, 


* 


EFORE leaving this prob- 

lem, which matters 

seriously to every one of 
us, I suggest that a new and truer 
sense of values is essential to its 
solution. 

Surely the basis of any fair 
wages policy should be a reason- 
able standard of living for every 
worker. Hitherto we have consist- 
ently underpaid the men who 
have been doing the hardest and 
often the most dangerous work— 
miners, farm labourers, merchant 
seamen and so on. 

The three-pound-a-week mini- 
mum on the farms is a big step 
in the right direction, and it is 
important to remember that 
increases given to the worst-paid 
classes are far less likely to cause 
inflation than similar increases to 
the better paid. 

Poor men’s wives spend their 
housekeeping money chiefly on 
necessities; rich men’s wives 
chiefly on superfluities. Luxury 
spending shoots up the cost of 
living; necessity buying is more 
likely to stabilise it. 

Very well, then; my suggestion 
is that a national wages policy 
should be based primarily upon a 
living wage—and living allow- 
ances and a living pension—for all 
the poorest sections of the com- 
munity. 

* 


AVING adopted this 
minimum standard of a 
living wage for all, it may 
then become necessary for the 
Government to establish a maxi- 
mum. And it can never do that 
without guaranteeing the power- 
ful trade unions stable prices for 
their members and strictly limited 
profits for the employers 
At the present moment skilled 
engineers are asking for an 
increase of fourpence an hour, 
and they are winning general

threatening any strike, but merely 
asking for their claim to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 

It is a reasonable claim under 
present conditions because, as I 
mentioned just now, unskilled 
men are often earning more 
money than the skilled ones.
